* GENERAL ADMINISTRATION. 

In the year 1914 the Head quarters of the Tirora Tahsil was transferred from 
Tirora to Gondia — a toyAi of 5»847 inhabitants situated at the junction for the ' 
Satpura narrow gauge railway running to Jubbulpore and the Chanda Nagbhir 
railway whijh was under construction in 1907. The town has since been rapidly 
inoreasing in importance and trade. It is being managed by the Notified Area 
Committee the President of which is the Tahsildar of Gondia. The Bailway 
Company has built a fine station which is provided with electric light. 

KOTWARS. 

Under recent orders there has been a slight change in the remuiieration of 
Kotwars wh:> have now lost their right to the hides of dead cattle. It has 
been decided that the owners of cattle are entitled to take the skins if they wish 
to do so. 

CO-OPERATIVE MOVEMENT. 

The most important feature of the. Industrial and Agricultural development 
of the District is the opening of the Bhandara Central Bank which was registered 
in October 1911. It started ite work with 3 societies and a small working capital 
of Rs. 4,625. ^The fund^ . are raised mainly by (1) Share capital and 

are afil^l^lien from the Provincial Co-operative Bank 


The Central Bank has two kinds of societies, Agricultural and Industrial, 
numbering 71 in all and consisting of 912 members. The Bank has been making 
substantial progress as wi9 ^ ' vjen from the following statement : —
